1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "25" has been used to designate both "cavity" and 
"complementary relief" and reference character "27" has been used to designate both 
"complementary shape" and "complementary relief" and reference character "30" has 
been used to designate both "heating means" and "heating elements" and reference 
character "31" has been used to designate both "arrow" and "direction". 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "28" and " 38" and "44" have both been used to 
designate "upper surface" and reference characters "31" and " 35" have both been used 
to designate "arrows" and reference characters "16" and "41" have both been used to 
designate "lower wall" and reference characters "34" and "42" have both been used to 
designate "upper wall" and reference characters "46" and "37" have both been used to 
designate "lower surface". 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the motor, stator, and 
rotor of Claim#1 and the element of Claims 9 and 10 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). The claimed matter of a stator located outside the working 
chamber, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). The propeller 
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resting directly on the supports is not shown as in Clainns #6, #8, and #1 1 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 

4. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. No new matter should be entered.

7. Claim #1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In Claim #1 the claimed subject 
matter of "at least one envelope delimiting the inside of the working chamber "and in 
Claim #2 the "means for indexing" and in Claim #5 "propeller rests freely", are not 
written in a full, clear, and concise manner for the understanding the structure of the

claim. 



8. Claims #9 and #10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification does not reasonably provide enablement for the upper and lower walls 
of the shelf in Claims #7 and #8 and further in Claims #9 and #10 the element for 
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heating and cooling the working chamber. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make the Invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims#1,#9, #10 and #12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In Claim #1 is the rotor one 
piece with the fan or is the fan and rotor two pieces. Further in regards to Claim #1 the 
envelop will be considered as a housing and the location of the stator to be outside of 
the working chamber does not facilitate a proper working structure and to further 
prosecution the examiner will assume that the stator is to be located within the working 
chamber. In Claim# 9 and #10 the "one element" is not clearly defined to the examiner 
as to what that element maybe. In relation to Claim #10, order to continue prosecution 
the examiner will interpret the fan and rotor to be one piece. In regards to Claim #12, 
the claim does not clearly state the position of the permanent magnet in conjunction 
with the propeller.

12. Claims 1,2,3,4, 5, 6,7,8,1 land 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Umeda et al. (U.S. Patent 5982064). 

13. Umeda et al. Illustrates in Figure 1 a working chamber (housing) (6) with a fan 
(AA) located within the working chamber (housing) (6) in which propellers are located 
on the fan (fan blades) (32) in which the fan rotates in a geometrical axis and a motor 
(2) comprises of a stator (40) located within the working chamber (housing)(6). Further 
comprising a rotor (18) mounted to the propellers (fan blades)(32) that rotate with the 
propeller as one piece. The propeller fan blades (32) rest on a support (side walls) of 
the support surface located in the working chamber (housing)(6). A shelf is placed (16)is 
placed in the working chamber (6) having a lower wall(31 ) and an upper wall (1 0) in 
whiuch the lower wall (31 ) supports the support surface.
